JONAS  EDWARD  SALK  was  born  Oct.  28, 
1914  in  New  York  City  of  humble  immigrant 
parents.  He  was  a 15-year  old  freshman  at 
City  College  when  he  took  his  first  science 
course — “just  out  of  curiosity.” 

That  curiosity  has  taken  him  a long 
way. 

The  scientist’s  incisiveness  shows  in  his 
conversation  as  well  as  his  thinking.  Question- 
ed about  his  work,  he  replies  in  rapid  sentences 
aimed  at  the  point  of  the  inquiry.  He  rarely 
fumbles  for  the  right  word  or  thought. 

CIRCUMSTANCES  WHICH  rocketed  Dr. 
Salk  into  headlines  don’t  seem  to  have  dam- 
aged his  “humility.” 

The  balding  scientist  still  takes  great  pains 
to  make  certain  that  his  assistants  and  other 
scientists  who  did  the  spadework,  get  due 
credit.

The  newspapers  had  threaten- 
ed a strike  after  they  were  forc- 
ed to  appear  last  Saturday  with 
identical  editorials  condemning 
the  Jan.  1 uprising.  The  Catholic 
Daily,  La  Religion,  refused  to 
publish  the  editorial  and  the 
Rev.  Jesus  Hernandez  Chapel- 
lin,  was  arrested. 

Miguel  Angel  Capriles,  editor 
of  the  tabloid  Ultimas  Noticias, 
had  been  jailed  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  revolt.  The  actual  rea- 
son for  his  detention  was  not 
disclosed,  but  he  was  freed  af- 
ter all  the  Caracas  newspapers 
demanded:  freedom  of  all  news- 
men being  detained;  no  more 
compulsory  editorials.

The  operation, 
though  complex,  doesn’t  lend  it- 
self to  confusion. 

THE  MAILING  ROOM  is  an 
unusual  sight  in  the  newspaper 
world  because  of  the  high  pro- 
duction of  Monitors  that  go  to 
distant  readers.  It  is  a large  op- 
eration which  must  run  with 
timepiece  precision.  Eight  mail- 
ing machines  are  capable  of 
wrapping  individually  and  ad- 
dressing papers  at  the  rate  of 
92,000  an  hour.
